ASSASSII'S TRIAL SBT FOR lOIDAT 



Pratidcnt WiUiato lIcKinley rac- 
cambed to the aMurin'a bnnet at Boffilo 

at an early hour last Saturday morning, 
and the nation that had hoped for his re- 
coTcry waa caat la iaiMie ^oon and 
Krief. Never before in thia country wai 

manifestations of sorrow more dnoere or 
general. The news that the President 
was dead came as a shock, notwitb- 
sUnding that for hours previooaly the 
sad words were looked for. 

Immediately meaasages of sympathy 
began pouring in from all parts of the 
world, among the most feeling being 
that of the aged and glorious Holy 
Father, Pope Leo, who piiyed an hour 
for the aoul of the dead Prtiident The 
Holy Father wept with nnoontrollable 
emotion and all audiences at the Vatican 
were suspended. He also immediately 
cabled hia condolaacea to Mn. McKin- 
ley. 

Prom every nation, from Ugh and low, 
were tweived like mcaaagea, and in all 
chaidiea on Snnday special aermona 
were preached upon the horror of the 
crime and prayer* offered for the aonl of 
the assassin's victim and the future wel- 
fare of the Government. By order of 
Right Rev. Bishop McCloskey special 
prayers were recited thronghout the dio- 
cese on Sunday and Thursday. 

The funeral rites began Monday morn- 
ing at Buffalo, from where the remains 
were transferred to Washington for the 
State funeral on Tneaday, the services 
being most impreadve, and then Uken 
to Canton, the President's home, where 
the hwt sad taA mtmm a h a n niii took 
place Thmaday. TbuMHla «paa them- 
sands viewed the remains in eadi of the 
three cities, Federal, SUte and dvic 
bodies taking part in tin- last honors. 
Tenderly and carefully the remains were 
laid BMray, and now all hope the grief- 
stricken wife may be able to survive her 
great affliction. She bad borne up re- 
markably well till Thursday, but many 
fear she will not be able to long sUnd 
the severe strain she has Just nndeigone, 
aa she waa still in a aonewhat enfeebled 
condition from her Califoraia illneaa. 

The President's death was noted in all 
the Catholic churches of the country last 
Sunday. The following letter was issued 
by Archbishop Corrigan, of New York: 

Unable previously on account of ab- 
aence to express the horror of the whole 
iHocoW at a crime aimed at every citizen 
of tUa republic, I now seize the first op- 
portunity of tcatifying in union with our 
fenowdtiaena our grief and aomm in 
this unespect and bitter bereave m ent. 
It is sad to realize that in our beloved 
country, where the people choose their 
own rulers, such a crime as that which 
we deplore could have been possible, and 
that, too, in a season of almost unex- 
ampled prosperity; saddest of all to feel 
the hand of an assassin has been raised 
against a Chief bfagiatrate whose per- 
sonal and dvic virtnea, and whoae moat 
amiaUe character not only endeared him 
to all with whom be came in eootaet, 
bat made htm, aa theae laat few ii^ 
have revealed, almoat the idol of the 
nation. 

Wliile the prescriptions of the liturgy 
do not permit us to have ofticiai church 
services, yet our whole hearts a.scend in 
prayer to God for the welfare of our 
afflicted country, and to those on whom 
rests the burden of its destinies. As 
children of the dimch we are ever loyal 
to constituted authority, and under no 
circumatancaa ooght our fidelity to duty 
and loyalty to country be more pro- 
nounced or more earneat than in the 
hour of trial or adversity. I therefore 
request you after high mass on every 
Sunday to recite with the people the 
Litany of the Saints, that God in His 
merey may look gradously on the nation, 
and drive far from it the dangerous and 
fatal prindplea whoae consequences have 
today plunged the whole land into aor-

inatant in pnyer that thia great aorrow 

which overwhelms us — the third of its 
kind within our memory — may be the 
last to grieve and afflict our country, and 
that our hearts being given to the keep- 
ing of God's commandments and the 
fear of enemies being removed, our days, 
by His protection, may be peaceful. I

The follnwing is the tribute of Arch- 
bishop Ireland to the dead Preaident, who 
waa his intimate personal friend: 

The nation mourns. Wdl may abe 
mourn. She baa lost her Chief Magis- 
trate whom she loved to dearly, in whom 
ghf so willingly reposed her pride. WiU- 
I inley is now dead; bis memory 

will live down the ages as lb u of of 

the moat worthy to have si- 
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dent of the Republic of the United States. 
I knew him closely; I esteemed him; I 
loved him. He was the true man, honest, 
pure of morals, generous mimled, con- 
scientious, religious. He was the noble 
dtiren, proud of being s son of the peo- 
ple; brave on the battlefield in his coun- 
try's peril, sealoua of hia glory, unawerv- 
ing, loyal to ita honor and ita intercata. 

He waa the typical Preaident of the 
republic; large minded in hia viaion of 
the queationa bearing upon the country's 
fortune; reaolute in using his authority 
for what seemed to bim ita beat weal; 
ready as the leader of a self-governing 
people to hearken to the popular voice, 
and so far as principle and consdence 
permitted obey its behests even to the 
sacrifice of his personal view. 

Political opponents differed froid him 
in matters of public policy; they did not, 
they could not, miatmat the aittcerity of 
hia apirit of juatice and patriotism. 

William McKinley ia now 
stricken down by the hand of a vile 
assassin. This makes the nation's sor- 
row double deep, for to si>rrow is added 
shame — shame before her own eyes, l)e- 
fore thoae of the world, that in this laud 
of dvil liberty there should have been 
found a man ao overwhelmingly bad as 
to murder her President, to murder him 
who served ao well hia fSllow-man, to 
murder bim who dieriabed so tenderly 
the free inadtnticina of America; shame 
that within her own bordcn the majesty 
of the republic should have been ootraged 
aud its name disgraced. 

In our hour of sorrow we turn to tlie 
God of nations and commend to Him our 
country. In His mysterious designs He 
judged best to take from u* our friend, 
our Preaident, despite our earneat prav- 
ers that we be allowed to retain him 
among the living. We murmur not 
against His holy well, which we know 
to be wisdom ami ^cxxlness, but in com- 
pensation for our great Iom we pray that 
peace be given to the nation, tnat bleaa- 
ings descend upon our people.

The memben of the Louisville Bar 

.•\s.sociation helda largely attended memo- 
rial meeting last Saturday touching the 
death of the late Zsdc ' Phelps. Judge 
Henry Barker presided and an appropri- 
ate memorial was adopted. Remarks 
were made by Judge Field, Judge Totiey, 
Col. Bennett Young and Hon. Matt 
O'lMierty, who was the dead lawyer's 
dose friend. Hia rcniarka follow: 

Ma. CHAntMAJT: I can not allow this 
sad occaaion to peas wlidumt adding my 
humble tribnte to the joMM* worthy ooea 
which have already ibees paid to the 
memory of our deoe^eed friend. Yet it 
were better, perbsps^ that I should re 
msin silent. I am oonsdous of my in- 
ability to give fitting expression to the 
grief which the death of our friend has 
brought to the hearts of those assembled 
and of the thousands outside these walls 
who knew bim, as I am of my inability 
to do justice by any words of inine to his 
virtues or to the taient, little if at all 
short of genius, wU^ won for him a 
foremost place at tbe bar of Kentucky, 
a bar rich in grand traditiona, famous 
now, as heretofore, do less for the elo- 
quence and learning than for the splen- 
did integrity and lofty character of its 
members. The unfeigned sorrow which 
the news of our friend's death brought to 
the people of Ivouisville without dis 
tiuction ot creed or party is perhaps the 
best evidence that can be offered of tbe 
soUd virtues which not only adorned but 
' hia life. ' 



Much haa been Md by dyapeptic 
philoaophen and poets of man'a ingrati- 
tude to man, of the atjppoaed perverseneas 

of human nature, and of the folly and 
futility seeking or eipecti.ig to fiml 
a perniaueul place in the alTectionatc 
memory of men. Tbe life and career of 
our deceased friend prove-that they who 
argoe this but slander our poor human 
nature, which has quite enough of real 
vices to answer for without having 



fictitious ones placed to ita acoonnt. The 
truth is that those who deserve to be 
loved iSy their fellows as a rule are loved 
by them — thoae who deserve to be are 
usunlly gratefully and affectionately re- 
membered. There may here or there l)e 
found exceptions to this as to nearly all 
other mica, but ao far from unsettling it 
they but prove ita truth- It mnat, how- 
ever, always be reinembersd that in the 
great mart of life where the eMhangea 
of the aonl are conducted paymenta are 
made not in currency, for there ia none, 
but in kind. It is hate for hate, friend- 
ship for friendship, love for love. If you 
would have a friend you must be a 
friend, if you would have love you must 
give It, and "as you meet so shall it be 
measured unto yon." . 

The life and career of our friend illna- 
trate the truth of what I have ssid. He 
counted hia friends not by the doaen, but 
by tbe acore, nay, by the hundred in this 
community. I have never known a man 
in his sphere of life who had so lar(>e a 
^rsonal following. How did he win 
them? How did he hold thetn faithful 
to the end. Why he paid out in lavish 
measure and in kind for tbe jewel 
wUch be prised more than he did life it- 
aeU, the friendabip and regard of his 
fellows. Whether in tbe setive fidd of 
politics, or in the nnks of the various 
charitable and fraternal sodetiea with 
which he was connected, he was the 
same unselfish, untiring, self-sacrificing, 
genial and generous Zack Phelps that we, 
his brothers of the bar, knew him to be. 
His great popularity and vast following 
added much to hia {Aenomenal success 
SB a Jnry lawyer, if I may use tbe term. 
Not, indeed, that he would ever ask or 
expect any one to profane or prostitute 
the sacred relation of friendabip by the 
slightest act of nnfairneaa oririjuatice; 
no man had a higher or greater sense of 
honor or propriety, but every lawyer who 
has ever stood before a jury knows that 
it is a matter of no small consequence to 
have upon the panel, however high their 
intelligence and int^rity, tboae who are 
friendly to the advocate who is to appear 
before them. 

As for the recognired talent and ability 
of our friend as a lawyer it is wholly 
needless for me to speak in this assembly. 
It was my goo<l fortune to have been 
thrown with him in jury trials more 
frequently, perhaps, than most of you — 
sometimes with bim, sometimes against 
him. It must ever remain with me as 
one of the pleaaanteat recollections of my 
life that during the whole course of our 
assodation, extending over more than 
twenty yean of active practice, though 
many and heated the deiiatea in which 
we shared, not a word ot bitternes s or 
shadow of misunderstanding ever passed 
between us to cloud even for s moment 
the ssnshine of that friendship whichtho 
grave itself, I am persuaded, ha« neither 
chilled nor darkened. 

.You can well believe me, then, when I 
assure yon that a pang of the keenest 
aorrow waa brought to my heart when 
laat Sunday night on arriving iu the dty. 



after a few months' abaence, I waa told 
of hia death. I waa ahocked, pained 
beyond the power of words to describe, 

by the unwelcome aud wholly unexpscted 
news. liut it is useles.s to repine. In 
the early and unlooked-for demise 'of the 
friend we all loved so dearly we have but 
another and s.nl reminder of the uncer- 
tainty of life and of tbe fearful certainty 
of death — of 

"The ahadowa that we are, and the 
shadows that we pursue." 

Let us profit by the lesson; for whether 
a day, a mouth,' a year, ten or twetity 
years stand between us and him, what 
of it? We must follow bim. We have 
already entered upon the journey and 
must tramp ou with ceaseless and resist- 
less step until the grave in which be has 
found shelter shall dose over each of ua. 
It is bard to seriously contemplate un- 
moved this endless proc es sion of man- 
kind from tbe cradle to the gnve. We 
are on evety side coofrontad by the 
mystery of death and tbe still deeper 
myftery of life. Poor, poersflsis as «e 
find ourselves in the handaof an inexor- 
able fate we might be tempted to believe 
ourselves mere phantoms, or at most 
creatures of an aimless and senseless 
existence, did not reason and revelation 
alike assure us that "Dust thou art, to 
dust returnest," waa not spoke of the 
soul. 

There are, I know, many othen present 
who wish to pay the tribote of tbdr 
affection to the memory of our friend. I 
will not longer stand between you aud 
them. I have only offered a withered 
vrild flower where they will place gar- 
lands, but if tears of affection could 
make it bloom as a rose tbey would not 
be wanting. To the true friend lor more 
than "twenty summera blossoming by 
my side," to the genial companion, to 
the upright lawyer, to the good dtixen, 
the feithfnl and affectionate father and 
huriiand, Zach Phelpa, in your name and 
my own, I Wd a laat long farewell.

WHO 18 RBSPONSIBLB? 

Attorney Walter Dsfby fornishes 
the press with excerpts from the 
Kentucky statutes to show that the 
law in this State is ample to sup- 
press and ezdade anarciiists. No 
doubt the same is true of other 
States, and even of the national 
immigration laws, if properly con 
strued and enforced, but there has 
been almost criminal laxity in 
this matter throughout the coun 
try. Non-enforcement of law is 
responsible for anarchy in this 
ooitntry, and oontinned non-<enfbrce- 
ment of law that permits anarchy to 
remain will also be responsible for 
such summary measures as may be 
resorted to by the people in getting 
rid of the pest— mobs are also 
caused by non-enforcement of the 
law. Anarchists have been allowed 
to come to this dty in times ot 
labor disturbances distribute their 
literature, hold meetings, deliver 
public speeches, unfurl the red fla^ 
and otherwise urge violence, de- 
struction of property and bloodshed. 
Yet none of them were ever arrested 
or interfered with by the aathori- 
ties, and our dty was saved from 
periods of blood and fire and the 
foul seed prevented from growth 
here, not by the attthorities, but 
by the labor unions ignoring, re- 
jecting and finally emphatically 
.rq>udiating and denouncing an- 
ardiistsand anarchy. 

The same is true throughout the 
country. Anarchy is foreign in its 
origin and whatever of growth it 
has attained in this country has 
been from the same source. Our 
lawmakers and law officials by fail- 
ing in their duties are wholly 
responsible for its admission, toler- 
ance and growth in the United 
States. That it has not become 
more widespread and powerful no 
thanks to them; indeed their tder- 
ance, not to say protection, has 
encouraged and emboldened an- 
archy. Thus far the workingmen, 
whom the anarchists hoped and 
eitpected would prove a fruitful 
field of ready recruits, have been 
the only obstade, the bulwark of 
the country, against snardiy. Their 
resistance to its teachings and plead- 
ings has been firm and persistent; 
in the workdiop and mine, through 
their unions and press, the work- 
men of this country have combatted 
anarchy till it was practically erad- 
icated from their ranks, denied 
recognition and condemned by every 
labor organization in this country. 

Had our law officials did their 
duty as well there would be no 
anarchy in this country. But they 
seem to have been restrained by the 
false notion that enforcing the law 
against anardiy would arouse the 
illwill and lose the votes of fordgn- 
born citizens and workingmen. 
These two elements of our popula- 
tion are the most implacable foes of 
anarchy and would make short 
shrift of the pest had they the power. 
Anarchy is too often the cause of 
reproach bdn^ heaped upon them 
for them to have a feeling of sym- 
pathy for it or resent its restraint 
and suppression. Nor has the an- 
archist any love for the labor union; 
next to the Government and cap- 
italists they hate labor unions, 
whose members they denounce as 
"curs and slaves," and lose no op- 
portunity to gratify that hate. In 
every serious labor trouble the an- 
archists soon become manifest to 
preach their doctrine and, if possi- 
ble, commit some act of violence to 
the injury of capital and reproach 
to Ubor unions. In none of those 
cases have they been arrested, ami 
where violence resulted, murder 
was committed and property de- 
stroyed, official investigation failed ' 



to connect labor unions with the 
lawlessness, and there thelnvcsMga- 

tions ended. Although it is known 
that anarchists, teaching and urg- 
ing such deeds, exist in the com- 
munity, they are for some reason 
overlooked in sudi investigations to 
discover the sottrce ss wdl as the 
perpetrators of the crime. 

Anarchists are allowed to come 
to this country, locate anywhere, 
go about teaching their doctrine of 
law les sn e ss, cttabliddng tiwir or- 
ganization, print and drcUlate 
through the mails their papers and 
literature, defy all law, deny all 
right, urge Uoodabed and destruc- 
tion of property. They have been 
doing this for years, and the law 
officers who have permitted it are 
responsible for it and its results. 

The people must take hold of 
this matter — not unlawfully — as cit- 
izens.regardless of party , and compel 
olBdals to do their duty in stamp 
ing and shutting out these out- 
laws from this country, or electing 
instead officers who will. There is 
no justification, there is no room 
for anardiy in the United States.

The steel strike is ended by com- 
promise, ndther side getting what 

it demanded. It is evident that 
the steel trust, as well as the Amal- 
gamated Association, misjudged 
their strength, and, finding that 
further contention meant greater 
loss and posdble conflict and blood- 
shed, wisely came together and 
signed an agreement, both yielding 
points in controvetqr. This result 
would have been reached without a 
strike but for the arbitrary course 
of the trust in summarily breaking 
off negotiations and refusing to re- 
sume when urged. The trust and 
association are alike deserving of 
credit for the peaceful conduct of 
the trouUe, not a single act ot vio 
lence bdng reported, though the 
strike area was large, involving near- 
ly every branch of the iron iudustry 
and a half million employes^ The 
fact that the trust, despite its wealth 
and power, was forced to withdraw 
its ultimatum, renew negotiations 
and make co n c es s i ons attests the 
influence and justice of public opin- 
ion, and will appease the public ap- 
prehension of danger from combined 
capital, while the whole course of 
the association in firmly repudiating 
all summary measures, from the 
trtist's ultimatum to more aggres- 
sive action' and general strikes, re- 
straining violence and maintaining 
the peace everywhere, insisting only 
on a settlement by conference and 
arbitration, and when confere n ce is 
resumed, conceding points to reach 
an agreemant, will be commended 
and appreciated, tend to convince 
the public of the true character and 
purpose of organized labor and add 
to the growing popularity of labor's 
policy to settle differences, redress 
grievances and better the work 
men's condition on the basis of 
mutual right by conference and 
arbitration. The steel strike, which 
attracted the attention of the world, 
had its lesson for capital and labor 
that, if heeded, will have the salu- 
tary effect of preventing what both 
disapprove — strikes and other labor 
disturbances. 



power is not broken in South 
Africa, it ii bdng badly strained. 



Michael Davitt, who recently 
visited South Africa, is in this 
country, and reiterates his asser- 
tion that England's power is broken 
in South Africa. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Colonial Secretary, told all 
England two months ago that the 
Boer war was at an end and Eng- 
lish authority prevailed everywhere 
except in isolated districts where a 
few roving bands still resisted, but 
in a few weeks these would be 
captured or forced to surrender. 
England's power may not be 
broken, as Davitt asserts, but 
Chamberlain is sway off; the war 
goes on, the isolated districts seem 
large as well as numerous, and the 
few roving bands are strong snd 
active enough to keep the English 
on the jump and lick them occasion- 
ally, without even a thought of 
surrender. Finally September 15 
has passed, and Kitchener's ptoda- 
niatiou has not been 
the expeclatious of 
surrender realized. If England's 



Harbison & Oathright, who have 
boasted that the strike of their em- 
ployes did not interfere with their 
business, have shown the white 
feather in the ttsual way— appeal- 
ing to the courts against alleged in 
timidation of their employes by 
pickets placed by the union. Judge 
Field decided that the allegatfcms of 
the firm were not sustained by the 
evidence, there was no proof of un- 
lawful conduct nor of intent to 
violate law,.ind dismissed the esse. 
Another picket was arrested on a 
disorderly conduct warrant alleging 
he bad threatened one of Harbison 
& Oathright's employes. He wss 
promptly di|Kiisrged in the City 
Court.

HOn BULB n THB nil FUTDRE 



On Sunday, September 1, a great meet- 
ing unilcr tlie auspices of the Tnited Irish 
League was held in the town of Westport 
to inaugurate the autumn campaign of 
the Irish national movement. The spirit 
which animated the men who with Will- 
iam O'Brien formed the League three 
yean ago prevailed, and men gathered 
from all parte of the provliiee to hear 
John Redmond and William O'Brien. 
Speaking of what had been aooomplished 
for the Irish cause in the 1«tc FuUament 
J')hn Redmond said: 

This session that has just ended has 
l)een of enormous value to Ireland, in the 
lirst place because it has shown her that 
after many years of disunion and weak- 
ness that Ireland has once more in her 
st rvices a body of fearlesa. noitod, Indus- 
trioua and able men. Now, fellow>coun- 
trymen, the next reaaon why I aay this 
s 'ssion more than any in the past has 
proved not only the abaolute neceasitr of 
home rule, but has proved that home rule 
is near at liaml. I'or a moment let me 
consiiler tliat-'jt itenient. I^et me look at 
it first from the Knglish point of view. 
By the universal consent of all English 
statesmen this session the House of Com- 
mons baa absolutely broken down, not, 
mark yon, because of obstmctive tactics 
of the party of Irish members. If we 
had so chosen we might . hsve entered 
upon a policy of obstruction, but we did 
not do so. The business of the Honse of 
CoMiinons has broken down in the faci' 
iif thu world, because of the nature of the 
House of Conmions and the nature of the 
work it is undertaking. The moment has 
rome when every thoughtful English 
politician admits it is no longer possible 
for the House of Commons to continue to 
act as the local legislature for each of the 
three kingdoma and at the same time to 
act as the Imperial Parliament' of this 
bloated and witlespread empire, and I say 
from the English point of view this ses- 
sion has prove*! conclusively thst home 
rule in the near future is an absolute 
necessity. Everyboily in England admits 
that Parliament has broken down, anfl 
some people are foolishly suggesting as a 
remedy the reduction of the Irish repre- 
sentativea. Now I wish to say upon that 
subject one word. We have heard those 
threats before sad thqr have come to 
nothing, and we sbsolately disregard 
these thrests today. For my part, I be- 
lieve that the policy for the reduction of 
Irish members in the House of Commons 
is an absolutely impossible policy, that it 
is unjust and undesirable and oan not be 
carried. Remember the arrangement as 
to the representation of Irishmen is based 
upon what Englishmen call a treaty of 
union. We have always hapagnadthe 
vslidUy of the nnioa end denied it was in 
sny sense a treaty, and had asserted that 
it wss obtsined by focoe and violence and 
fraud and corruption, and was not bind- 
ing upon the conscience of any son of 
the Irish race, but from the English 
point of view, taking, as they do, the 
union to be a valid treaty, how can they 
justify before the world altering one of 
the fundamental provisions? At the time 
of the union if Irelahd received the num- 
ber of members She wss entitled to on the 
bests of potmlatlon She shoold have ob 
tained 220 members. She oOlj noeived 
105, leas than one-half which she was 
entitled to, and is it now to be said by 
the party that claims the treaty as a 
valid treaty that because under the oper- 
ation of that union England has increased 
in wealth and population and Ireland hss 
decayed in wealth and gone down in 
populstion that therefore for that reason 
the stronger party of the two is to be en- 
titled wiUiont the consent end sgainst 
the protests of the other party to alter a 
fundamental principal of what they call 
the treaty. No, fellow-countrymen, I be- 
lieve the proposal to reduce the Irish mem- 
bers is so unjust and indefensible that it is 
impossible. But I take another view. 
For my part, I do not believe that the 
reduction of Irish members would mate- 
rially injure the strength of the national 
movement. The national movement de- 
pends not upon vixty or eighty or one 
hundred members; it depends upon the 
unity snd strength of the natlonat move- 
ment in Ireland, and ao far as prapoeing 
this reduction as a remedy for the break- 
down of the House of Commons is con- 
cerned. I can assure English public men 
that the Irish Nationalist party, with a 
united Ireland liehind them, kuowiii); 
their own minds and united aa one man, 
will be just as powerful, just aa embar- 
raaaittg, just as dangerous in the House of 
Commoos if it consists of sixty ss if it 
consisted of eighty. Now, fdloir«onntry- 
men, Bnglsnd will find, if she attempts 
any remedies of this sort for the break- 
down of hfer Parliament, that the reme- 
dies are of no use, that they are not 
remedies at all. I say that this session 
has been valuable to the national cause 
for this second reason, that it has proved 
to all thoughtful Englishmen that the 
House of CommotM can not continue to 
do the work that is thrown i^on it, and 
hss hsstened the day when all Bnglfsb 
politicians will recognise that the only 
way to save from irretrievable ruin and 
disrepute their ancient Parliament will be 
to remit to the people of Ireland the 
nianaj;emenl of their own aiTairs. I mxiX 
that tbisj^^^ was valaable for a third 



reason. This session has taught you, in 
my opinion, an invaluable lesson. To 
the maases of the Irish people the result 
of this session has been to show the Irish 
people that they can get almost anything 
by a united and vigorona and n||nacing 
agiution, but that they can get nothing 
from the Bngliah Parlisnent hf any 
other means. Why, what is the position? 
The messes of the Irish people are united 
in favor of a system of compulsory pur- 
chase. No oiie in Ireland is against it 
except a little handful of broken- 
down Irish landlords, and the agita- 
tion of last year and the reunion 
which was effected last year had 
this immediste effect, that the Gov- 
ernment put into the King's speech at 
the commencement of Parliament a pcom- 
iae that th«y would introduce a land 
pordiase bUl, and had this further effect 
thst the ruler of Ireland for the time 
being, Mr. Wyndham, made a solemn 
declaration in his place in the Honse of 
Commons that another land bill was An 
immediate neces.sity of the future in this 
country. Now I [joint to these two facts 
to prove my contention. They prove 
this lesson, that even by a little stir in 
the nature of agitation even immediately 
after a reunion of the mass of the people, 
thst there is a novemeot in the mind 
and conscience of BngliSh autesnen and 
that they have been forced to make 
these promises. But it points to s further 
lesson. The les-son which I desire today 
to chiefly impress upon you is that if you 
want to have more than promises, if you 
want to have more than empty declara- 
tions from smooth-tongued Irish Secre- 
tariea you have got to go on, yon have to 
proceed from the beginning that has so 
well been made until there ia all over 
Ireland, and especially in the West of 
Irelsad, so closely a united, so discip- 
lined and so powerful an agitation that 
the enemies of the j)eopIe, the enemies 
of a just settlement of the land (piestion, 
will fiiul it (liff-cutt and dangerous to 
maintain their position, and that the 
Government will find it absolutely neces- 
sary to step in. Fellow-countrymen, 
that is the third lesson which I believe 
this session hss proved to the Irish peo- 
ple, and it is the most vslusble of all. 
God knows they ought not require 
any lesson at this point from their past 
history, but our people sometimes are 
sunk in apathy and disappointment and 
sometimes unmindful of the past, and it 
is well that this lesson should be borne 
upon them— that even the little they 
have already done has borne fruit, and 
that there is no limit to the pomibilities 
that they can achieve if only they will 
make their agitation in Ireland suffi- 
ciently strong and disciplined and mensc- 
iog and dangerous to England, ss to 
compel the English Government to act. 
Therefore I rejoice at being here today, 
Ix-cause I believe that this meeting is the 
commencement of a fight to the finish 
with Irish landlordism, and we call \i\yo\i 
our countrymen in every part of Ireland, 
and I might say especially here in the 
West, where the need ia graateat, to or- 
ganize themaelvea in avatr psrlSh so that 
it will be impoaaibla.fsr the enemiea of 
the people to help to maintain that 
accursed system of landlMttot which 
has ruined and depopulated our country. 
Now this IS for the people an easy task. 
When you look back upo.i the \y.\s\ his- 
tory of your country and think of the 
sacrifices and suflerings that were under- 
gone, when there was not a gleam of 
hope on the political horizon, you today 
ought to be aahamed to sta^nd aside in 
apathy and allow thia drawing away of 
the Irish race to continue. It Is for the 
people themselves to asy whether they 
will settle this Irish Isnd question, once 
and for all, aye, and in the immediate 
future. They can do it. No man is 
asking any great .sacrifice from them. 
All they have got to do is to imitate the 
action of their oppressors themselvea. 
In God's name, I therefore say as well as 
in the name of our country, let this meet- 
ing be the beginning of a great move- 
ment this sntnmn and winter all through 
Ireland. In a few weeks' time I sm 
going with Michael Davitt to addreaa 
your fellow-countrymen in America. 
What is the use of our going to address 
our countrymen there if they are nlil<- tc 
point to districts in Ireland where the 
captious critic rules the roost; to districts 
in Ireland where apathy is spread 
amongst the people and where no genuine 
effort ia being made to arrest the emigra- 
tion of our paople? No; the first duty of 
the movement is to stop this endgrstion. 
How can it be done? It can only be 
done by making Ireland a place where 
the poor can get for themselves and their 
children a decent living — and indeed we 
are asking for little more than a decent 
living — on the land which, in the old 
days, was the property of their fore- 
fathers. It can only be done by bring- 
ing some eaae and peace and content- 
ment and happiness into the lives of the 
msases of the people. Thst can never be 
done until thia miasma of Isndhxdism is 
destroyed, until these huge grass psstnrss 
are broken up and divided amongst the 
]>oor cottiers who to<lay are unable to 
live on their little patches of laud, until 
the people of Ireland are rooted an 
owners in the soil of their forefathers; 
and I am convinced if Ireland only does 
its duty, as I frankly admit the County 
Mayo baa done its duty — if only all Ire- 
land follows that example, I am con- 
vinced that in the lifetime of the oldest 
man in this crowd we will be able to 
bend our knee to God, the God of Justice, 
who rules over the destinies ti nstions 
as well as men, and thank Him that at 
long last the tears and the sufferings, the 
sacrifices and the boundless Adelitv of 
Irishmen, have beeu rewardetl by the 
light of prosperity and liberty once more 
shining cu the fair shoree and hills and 
valleys of the land.

After rendering hia decUon he addiyssed 
hifliiself to the union netl, msuy of whom 
were in the court room, saying: 

"I would say to you, gentlemen, that 
no acts of violence, no acts looking to 
or intending violence, must be used. If 
you commit such acts you come within 
the condemnation of the law, and the 
law will not be slow to give protection to 
this firm. Endeavor to influence others 
peaceably and then you will be within 
the law; but if violetaie be reaorted to 
then yon are beyond the law'a pale, and 
the courts will pronp(iy take hold and 
enforce the laws." ' 

Judge Seymour, counsel for the plain- 
tiff firm, had suggested at the commence- 
ment of Judge Field's remarks that an 
injunction to prevent intimidation would 
not injure the defendants, as they denied 
resorting this, but Judge T'ield at the 
conclusion of his remarks said: "We be- 
lieve them to be law-abiding citizens, 
but if I were to grant the injunction it 
would place them in the position of 
being guilty of violence. They are as 
much interested in the nudateuance of 
law as any citizen."

! committee of shareholders should confer 
with the Directors and the men out on 
strike and use their best endeavors in 
righting matters. Only one ahsreholder, 
however, s up |ioi t ed the fafanod gentle- 
men. 

On Mondsy s laborer named Edward 
Caimea waa arrested st the North road, 
Dragheda, on a chaige of aeriouSly asssult- 
ing a farmer named Gemge Halfpenny 
after a foot bell match at Monasteiixrice, 
County Louth. The accused was brought 
before Justice Wynne, of Collon, snd re- 
maiiiled. It was stated that the life of 
the injured man was in danger. 

A quay laborer named John Cunning- 
ham waa arrested in Belfast on his own 
confession thst he hsd killed a woman 
laat weSk in Coatbridge, ^e was in a 
very excited condition. A wire wss sent 
to the Scottish police suthoritics, who 
telegraphed that he might be discharged, 
(•s he was not the person wanted. It 
setnis Cunniiiglmtn, who bad been drink- 
ing hoavil y of late, haa uot been out of 
Belfast for some time. 

A very sad occditeare took place in 
Killinick on Monday about atk miles from 
Wexford. J. H. Winters, shopkeeper knd 
owner of the petty sessions court, was 
driving in on his car a short distance out- 
side the village, when the vehicle caught 
in the ditch and was upset. Winters was 
thrown heavily to tlie ground and the car 
came <lown with great force upon his 
head, killing him instantaneously. He 
waa well known in South Wexford. 

A aerioua fire, involving dcstmctioa of 
flax, broke out on Thursday in the rough- 
ing fhop of Lindsay, Thompson & Co., 
flax spinners and linen thread manu- 
facturers, Belfast. Several lines of hose 
were promptly laid down and the brigade 
men, nfter about an hour's work, had the 
fire under control. lingineer Reville, 
while engaged in breaking a window, 
accidentally sustained a very severe cut 
on the hand. The damage is confined to 
the flax and other contents of the room. 

Oa Wedaesday evening an acddeat 
occurred to a boy named George Thorn- 
bury, of Pallydowd, near I.ucaii, by try- 
ing to get up on a cart belonging to John 
Cromer, contractor of Lucan. The cart 
was being driven by a boy named Thomas 
McCormick, and in trying to get up on 
the car the boy, aged alx>nt eleven years, 
slipped and the wheel went over his 
stomach. Dr. Stoaey, of Lucan, attended 
him afterward and had him removed to 
Celbridge Hospital. On Saturday even- 
ing Drs. O'Connor, Moore and Stoney 
performed an operation on him and the 
boy is favorably progressing. 

On Saturday an inquiry under the local 
government act of 1898, ordered by the 
County Council of Fermanagh, into the 
qneation of the desirsbUity of dividing 
the town of BnniSklUen into waida, waa 
held at the court-house, Bnuiakillen. 
Claude Hamilton, Secretary to the Tyrone 
County Council, was the Inspector con- 
duq|iDg the inquiry. The scheme was 
promoted by the I'nionists of Knniskillen 
and was vigorously opposed by the Cath- 
olics and Nationali^s. At the close of 
the inquiry the Inspector Intimsted tliat 
he would report to the County Council 
on the matter at an early date. 

Three employes of Shaw & Sons, the 
well known Dublin bacon curers, were 
slightly injured on Saturday through an 
explosion of gas which took place in a 
building in which the bacon is smoked 
It appears that when three men named 
Michael Harty, Stephen Collina and John 
O'Brien returned from breakfast they dis- 
coveiad an escape of gas in the smoke- 
room. One of them lit a match, evidently 
to find out the location of the leakage, 
with the result that an exploalon imme- 
diately fo.lowed. The men had their 
faces singed, but not very seriously, and 
were at ence treated in the County In- 
firmary. 

John Redmond, speaking at a gieat 
meeting of the United Irish League at 
Westport on Sunday, said the parlia- 
mentary aeasion Just concluded had been 
of enocttous value to the fntwe of the 
national movement It had first of all 
shown to Ireland that she hsd once sgsin 
a united, industrious and aelf-sacrifidng 
parliamentary party. It had also more 
than any .session in the past proved not 
only the necessity of home rule, but that 
home rule was near at baud. Thirdly, 
the session had shown theiu they could 
get almost anything by vigorous agita- 
tion, and that they could get nothing by 
any other meana. 

On Tuesday laat Juatices Norton and 
Hamill, ia the abaence of Dr. Sellan, 
Coroner, who la a member of the Irish 
rifle team now In America, held an in- 
quest at the South County Infirmary on 
the body of James Molony, a young man 



employed as shorthand and correspond- 
ence clerk in the brewery of Macardle, 
Moore & Co., Dundalk. It appeared 
from the evidence that the deceased, who 
was s married man aged about thirty 
yean, suffered from a form o( heert dis* 
esse. He left the brewe r y to ride home 
on his bicycle and a short time sfterward 
waa found lying nnoonsdons beside his 
bicycle on the road. He was brought to 
the infirmary, but it was found that life 
was then extinct Veidlet of death ftom 
natural causes. 

It is sad to learn, as we do, that the 
bigoted csmpsign sgsinst Catholica is 
still carried on in sooie Belfsst factories 
situsted in the mota eaclnaivaljr Orange 
districts, ssys the Dublin Freeoun of 
September 7. Is it not deplorable to find 
in the twentieth century that such an 
evil spirit should possibly exist in a large 
city, and that the dupes of Orange fanat- 
ics should be so dead to the dictates of 
humanity? Fortunately such unchristian 
exhibitions are onlj' possible in the north 
east corner of Ulster, where Orangeism 
is rampant What a howl would be raised 
if such conduct wen sttempted elsewhere 
in Irelandl But outside the Otaoge pc2- 
serves . nobody ever /lads in a man's re 
ligion s csuse of persecution. Tske the 
recent Tsllow prosecutions as a sample. 
There the whole Catholic population were 
up in arms to defend the interests of a 
Protestant against one of their own creed. 
Similarly in Nenagh we have United Irish 
Lesgners strongly supporting the cause 
of sn evicted Protestant. When will 
aome aemblance of toleration dawn upon 
the benighted Orangemen of the Notfb? 

A conference of delegates from various 
frban District Councils in Ireland was 
held on Thursday in the Town Hall, 
Ratbmines, for the purpose of consider- 
ing matters in connection with the ex- 
cessive ootmty chsrges on urban districts. 
The Town Clerk of Bray rea<l a long 
statement to the effect ttiat in various 
ways urbsn districts hsd suffered through 
the operation of the local government 
act. Taxation for union rating and county 
at large charges had increaaed enor- 
mously. Several delegates spoke, giving 
illustrations of unjust burdens placcii 
upon urban districts and neglect of their 
requirements by County Councils, .^mong 
these Mr. Hewson, of the Rathmines 
Urban Goundl, said they had the 
greateat grievance of all, being sud- 
denly called on to pay a large 
sum without being told what it 
was for or given time to collect it A 
resolution was adopted detailing the 
grievances complained of, demanding 
amendment of the present system of 
compiling and levying couuty-at-large 
charges and calling upon the Government 
to so amend the existing statutes as to 
compel County Councils to levy on urban 
■districts only properly defined county-at- 
largc charges incurred for the benefit of 
such' disi4pts. Other resolutions de- 
msnded revlslou.- of the local govern- 
ment act so as to makte. landlorda liable 
for poor-rates on holding8'*'^?ed at or 
under |20 and reformation of the proce- 
dure as to extension of urban boundari^J, 
A committee was appointetl to look after 
the interests of Urban Councils and con- 
sider the advisability of seeking au inter- 
view with the Chief .Secretary.

It haa been my melancholy experience 

in the course of mv sacred miniatry to be 
st«rtlc<l by the nssassination of three 
I'residents of the I'liited States. Abra- 
ham Lincoln was shot in I «»;."). Jiimes 
A. Garfield waa mortally woun(le<l in 
1881, and William McKinley received a 
fatal wound on September U. Mr. Lin- 
coln was ahot in a theater; Mr. Garfield 
waa ahot while aboat to take a train to 
enjoy a needed vacatioB, ead oorlate 
beloved Piealdeat Ml by the hand of an 
assaasin while leaAag the preatige of hia 
name and influence to the succeaa of a 
national exposition. 

In ;he annals of crime it is difficult to 
(in<l an instance of murder so atrocious, 
so wanton and meaningless as tbn aa 
sassinatiott of Mr. McKinley. Some rea- 
aon or pretext haa usually been assigned 
for the andden taking away of earthly 
rulera. Belabatsar, the impiona King of 
Cbaldea, apent Ua laat ni^ in reveling 
and dmnkenneaa. He waa aaddenly 
struck dead by the hand of the Lord. 

How different was the life of our chief 
magistrate. No court in Kurope or in 
the civilized world was more conspicuous 
for moral rectitude and purity; or more 
ftee from the breath of scandal than the 
official home of Prcaident McKinley. 
He would have adorned any comrt in 
Christendom by his civic virtues. 

Brutus plunge<l his dagger i^to the 
heart of Caesar l)ecause of ^ia overween- 
ing ambition. W>ip'.tver may have been 
the errors oi judgment on the part of 
oi'r "iaie President (and who is free from 
them I uo man can honestly charge him 
with tyranny or official corruption. 

The Redeemer of mankind was be 
trayed by the nnivenal aymbol of love 
If I may reverently make the oompan 
son, the Preaideat waa betrayed by the 
univeraal emblem of frleadabip. Chriat 
said to Judas, "Friend, betrayeat thon the 
Son of Man with a kiss!" 

The President could have said to his 
slayer, "Betrayest thou the head of the 
nation with the grasp of the hand?" 

He was struck down surrounded by a 
boat of his fellow-citizens, every one of 
whom who wonld have gladly naked his 
life in defeaae at Ue bdoved chieftain. 

Few Preaidenta were better equipped 
than Mr. McKinley for the exalted posi- 
tion which he filled. When a mere 
youth he entered the Union army as a 
private soldier during the civil war, and 
was promoted for gallant service on the 
field of battle to rank of He 
aerved hia country for fonrteea yeara in 
the hella of Congreaa. and toward the 
doae at hia term he became one of the 
moat conapienooa fignrea in that body. 
He afterward served his State aa Gover- 
nor. As President he waa thoroughly con- 
versant with the duties of his office and 
could enter into its most minute details. 
His characteristic virtues were courtesy 
and politeness, patience and forbearance, 
masterly self-control under very trying 
drcamatancca. When unable to grant a 
favor he had the rare and happy talent to 
disappoiBt the a|>plicaat without offend 
ing him. The domeatic viitnea of Mr. 
McKinley were worthy of all praise. He 
was a model husband. Amid the press- 
ing and engrossing duties of his official 
life he would from time to time snatch a 
few moments to devote to the invalid and 
loving partner of bis joys and sorrows. 
Oh, what a change haa come over thi^ 
woman. Yeaterday she was the first 
lady of the land; today she is a discon- 
aolate and broken-hearted widow. Let 
na baaeech Him who comforted the 
V. idow of Maim that He cooaole thia lady 
in her hour of deaolation. 

It is a sad reflection that some fanatic 
or miscreant has it in his power to take 
the life of the head of the nation and to 
throw the whole country into mourning. 
It waa no doubt this tluMif^ht that in- 
spired some writers within the last few 
days to adviae that the President should 
henceforth abatein from pnbUc receptions 
and handahaMng. end that graater pro- 
tection abonld be given hia peraon. 

You might have aurronoded him with 
cohorta, defended with beyoneta and 
have him followed by Argtu-eycd de- 
tectives, and yet he will not be proof 
against the stroke of the asaaaasin. Are 
not th« crowned hea<ls of Europe usually 
attended by military forces, and yet how 
many of them have perished at tbe hand 
of aome criminal? No, let the Preeident 
continue to move among Ua people and 
take them by tbe band. The a tr on g eet 
shidd of our dikf magiatrate ia the love 
and devotion ci hia fcllow-dtixetta. The 
moat effective way to atop aoch Crimea ia 
to inspire the rising gtaantlea vrith 
greater reverence for the eonatttnted 
authorities and a greater horror for any 
inault or injury to their person. All se- 
ditiona language ahould be suppressed. 
Incendiary speech ia too often an in- 
^ntive to criminal acts on the part of 
many to whom the transition from words 
to deeda ia eaay. 

Let it be underatood, once for all, that 
the authoritiea are determined to craah 
the serpent of anarchy wherever it Ufta 
ita venomona head. 

We have prayed for the Preaideut's 



life, but it did not 
oar pctitioa. JM no one infer 
that our pitycfe were la vain. Mo fer. 
vent prayer aaoeoding to the Throne of 
Heaven remaina nnanawered. Let no one ^ 
say what a lady remarked to me on the 
occasion of President Garfield's death: 
"I have prayed," she said, "for the ' 
President's life. My family have prayed 
for him; our congregation prayed for 
him; the city prayed for him; the State 
prayed for him; the nation prayed for 
him, and he died. What, then, ia the 
nae of prayerf" 

God anaweia o«r petitiooa either di- 
rectly or indirectly. U He doea not 
grant us what we adt He glv«B M iMne- 
tbing equivalent or better. If He has 
not saved the life of the President. He 
preserves the life of the nation, which is 
of more imporUince than the life of an 
individual. He has infused into the 
hearts of tbe American people a greater 
reverence for the head of the nation an<1 
a greater abhorrence of asaaasination. 
He baa intenaified and eacigised our love 
of country and onr devotion to our politi- 
cal inatitatioaa. What a beantifnl apec- 
tacle to behold prayers ascending from 
tens of thousands of temples throtijjhnut 
the land to the Throne of Mercy. Is n .1 
this universal uplifting of minds aiwl 
hearts to God a sublime profession of our 
faith and trust to Him? Is not thi^ 
national appeal to heaven a most eloquent 
recognition of God's superintending 
providence oveci «a? And such earnest 
and united pnyera will not fail to draw 
down upon tu the bUaalaga of the Al- 
mighty. 

The Preeident ia dead. 

Long live the President. 

William McKinley has passed away. 
Theodore Roosevelt succeeds to the title, 
the honors and the responsibilities of the 
Presidential office. Let his fellow-citi 
zens rally around him. Let them uphold 
and auatain him in bearing the farmi<l ■ 
able boaien auddenly thmat upon him.
